M. V. O'Shea, of the state university, 


followed with a few remarks on "Princi 
,'ples of Growth In Childhood and Youth." 
He illustrated his remarks by the use of 
appropriate charts. He took a broad 
view of the mission of the public schools, 
jpraising them as the foundation of the 
people's intelligence and the bulwark of 
liberty. A discussion led by Prpf. A. P. 
Hollis, of Wauwatosa, followed, consum- 
.ing theitime till the noon recess. 


In tho afternoon the association met 


:in sections. The High school section 
W&B led by M. H. Jackson, of Columbus, 
-and papers were read by Ada T. Gris- 
"wold, of Columbus, on "Let Him I irst 
Be a Man"; by Prof. W. A. Scott, of tho 
.state university, on '-Some Weak Points 
in High 'School Teaching"; on "A Few 
Shortcomings of Our High School," by 
Prof. C. E. Patzer, of Milwaukee; and 
on "The Five Year*' Course of Study," 
by Principal H. A. Whipple, of White- 
water. Brief discussions followed each 
paper. 


A general discussion on "Athletics" 


followed, participated in by quite a 
.'number of prominent teachers. It was 
the general opinion that athletic sports 
.among the pupils should be encouraged 
to a limited extent, but that their pur- 
suit should not be permitted to interfere 
with the prosecution of studies. There 
was some diversity of opinion as to the 
propriety of encouraging certain classes 
of sports, svch as football, but there 
was a general agreement that all health- 
ful and harmless pastimes contributed to 
'-•the physical development of the pupils 
-;and rendered them more capable of en- 
-during the fatigue of their studies and 
^confinement in the schoolroom. 


In the grammar school section Chest- 
er W. Smith, of Kilbourn, was the lead- 
er, and opened the proceedings with a 
brief address on "Grammar and Lan- 
guage," showing how important a part 
the study of grammar had in leading 
the young to a correct use of their 
mother tongue. 


"Miss M. Andrews, of 
Evansville, 


'called attention to the many incongrui- 
ties in speech, and endeavored to point 
out a means by which they might be 
harmonized. 


••The Relations of Grammor to Lan- 


guage4' was the theme of Miss May 
Lewis, of Brodhead, and it was handled 
-in a very complete and interesting mac- 
•mer. 


Miss Emma Downing spoke of "Con- 


structive Language Work" most enter- 
tainingly.

Miss Kate C. Mavity^ of the Whitewater 
Normal school, wai leader and made a 
brief address on the importance of cor- 
rect reading. Prof. Robert Rienow, of

There will probably be a congressional 
investigation of the conduct of the war 
with Spain, but it will be merely pre- 
functory. It is the general opinion 
here that the war department commis 
sion has about exhausted the subject. 
Its inquiry into the conduct of the mil- 
itary camps was thorough and un- 
marked by favoritism, and the facts 
brought out will doubtless be embraced 
in a report that will be' submitted to 
congress early in the session. Every 
one knows that mistakes in the location 
of some of the camps were made, but 
there ia nothing to show that the offi- 
cials were in any manner culpable. The 
errors were of judgment-'simply. 
A 


further inquiry is looked upon aa need- 
lessly expensive. No political capital ia 
to be made out of it, and hence the dem- 
ocrats are. not likely to press an' investi- 
gation. Official reports show that there 
haa never been such great a mobiliza- 
tion of troops in any part of the world, 
which has been attended with as low a 
rate of mortality as that which marked 
the gathering of our volunteer army.
